PARISH COUNCIL NOTES 
The monthly meeting of the Parish Council was held on Thursday 17th 
July in the Old Farmhouse. 


Library 

Mr. Reynolds presented a proposed plan of a permanent library for Bar 
Hill. This proposal was put forward by the County Council and the 
building would be sited at the end of Gladeside. Mr. Reynolds will 
be reporting back to the Estates Office of the County Council with 
comments made by the Parish Council. 


Litter Bins 

It was agreed that two new bins would be purchased, one for the fly- 
over bus stop and the other to be sited on the Spine Path at the top 
of the Village Green. 


Clearing of Streams 

The Clerk was instructed to obtain two quotations and to arrange for 
this work to be done, this relates to the area from the balancing 
lake to the golf course. 


Prudential Property Services - Information Centre 

Extreme concern was expressed at the unsightliness of the area around 
the Informatien Centre. Steps will be taken to endeavour to expedite 
the rebuilding of the wall as it was felt that this is something of 
an eye sore at a very prominent part of the Village. 


Fly-Posting on Bar Hill Roads 

It was agreed that an area for a Village Notice Board should be 
sought where notices regarding functions could be displayed. It is 
the intention of the Parish Council to try and stop the practice of 
#ly-posting on the Village roads altogether. 


Speeding on Perimeter Roads 

It was reported that, after the two recent Police speed “traps”, 
several drivers were reported. Gne propesal put forward was that the 

perimeter road speed limit be raised to 40 m.p.h. while internal 

roads remain at 30 m.p-h. 


There will be NO meeting of the Parish Council in August. The next 
meeting wil be held on Thursday 19th September at 7.30 p.m. in the . 
Old Farmhouse.

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AN OPEN LETTER TO ALL RESIDENTS FROM YOUR LOCAL COUNTY COUNCILLOR 


Dear. Resident, 


The review of Community Education which was set up by the County 

Council in 1984 has completed its work and has produced propoals for 
the development and re-organisation of Community Education over the 
next few years. These proposals which are contained in a consulta- 
tive document "The Way Ahead" include area planning of courses, 
redistribution of youth and adult budgets, improved management 
responsibility and monitering of quality. Copies of the document can 
be obtained from the Community Education Department, Shire Hall, all 
comments should be made by the end of September. @ 

The County Council under its responsibilities for all risks emergency 
Planning are in need for people to train as Community Advisors. These 
courses start in September and cover a wide range of interesting 
lectures and practical advise. This will enable the volunteer once 
fully trained to support the local Community should any emergency 
“occur. Details can be obtained trom the Emergency Planning Officer, _ 
Shire Hall. 


The County Council’s draft Structure Plan for Cambridgeshire which is 
a blueprint for the next 15 years for Industry, Roads, Housing and 
the Environment has been agreed by the County Council. The document 
is now available for public consultation (copies available from Shire 
Hall). There will be a series of Public Meetings throughout the 

County and any organisation, group or individual can make comments or 
representations to the County Council by the end of October when the 
final draft will be prepared. The only recommendation for Bar Hill 
is to complete the current development of housing within the 
perimeter road. @ 
The Education Committee has applied for planning permission to erect 
temporary toilet facilities to serve the growing numbers at the 
Primary School. Subdject to planning being granted the block will be 
installed in the Autumn. I am also pressing for an early decision to 
provide necessary temporary classroom accommodation but I am pleased 
to tell yeu that approval has been given to construct permanent extra 
classrooms in 1983/3939 M.T.P.
